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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of the invention of species A in the reply filed on November 
14, 2005 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Additionally, claims 8 - 14 are withdrawn from consideration, since the claims do 
not read on the elected species. 

Drawings 

3. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because All drawings must be made by a process which will give them 
satisfactory reproduction characteristics. Every line, number, and letter must be durable, 
clean, black (except for color drawings), sufficiently dense and dark, and uniformly thick 
and well-defined.

The prior art does not teach a 
method wherein "responsive to an absence of said external body bias voltage, 
automatically supplying said body biasing wells f said semiconductor device with an 
internal voltage of said semiconductor device through a resistance."
